JUNE 1020. / 

I. fClwracter of the Soaoon.—During the mouth under report the rain¬ 

fall Was in excess of the normal in Jalpaigun, Darjeeling, Aangpur, DaOoa, 
'Tippera and the State of (^ooch Behar; elsewhere it was in more or less 
mailed defect. The usual rainfall statement is apjiended '' 

II. Progress of Agricultiiral Operations.' Sowing of |ute and autumn 
paddy was completed; weeding was m progress, especially in Western 
distncta. Preparatory tillage for winter paddy and rearing of seed^gs in 
nurseries continued; tl^ operations were retarded in parts of Westengpengal 
for want of pain during tne first part of the month. Harvesting of early 
auttimn .paddy and jute and transplantation of winter paddy seedlings com- 
n^oed during thfe latter part of the month in the low-lying tracts of Eastern 
Bengal. 

HL State of BtOmling Crops.—^The condition of sugarcane, jute, paddy 
and uther standing crops was fairly satisfactory. 
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IV. Prospecls apd PraltoMe OirttiiM.-*Darii]ig th^ first part of the 
month, standing jute and other autuipn cnm eoffered generally firom lack 
of soi] moisture, especially in the West Bengel distri<de, owing to inadequate 
rainfall, but the rain jn the latter part of the month Jmj^ved £heir prospects 
to some extent.

Those lybo are less 
regular in tfttendance or are less skilled naturally earn less; but it is clear 
that assiduity and a desire to improve their skill oftW taall an ample prospeet 
of advancement These facts very greatly reduce the force of the mam argu¬ 
ment used m most of the recent petitions, tliat the present piece rates 
are entirely out of date and inadequate The mam objection, however, to 
the present system is as indicated above, that piece workers m many cases 
work very long hours, often exceeding the limit of the 60-hour week which 
the Government of India consider suitable for industrial establishments in 
this country The Government of India also realise the necessity of ensur¬

“ WHfJiiEAS at Versailles on the 28th day ot dune ninet^< 
nineteen, a Treaty of Peace (hereinafter referred to as ‘ the

And whereas by the Treaty of Peace Act, 1919, it was^rovided tliat His 
Majesty might make such appointments, establish such offices, make such 
Orders m Council and do sncn tilings as ajjpeared to him to be nece8sai*y for 
carrying out the Treaty, and for giving effect to any of the provisions of the 
Treaty, and that any Order in CoimeiT made under that Act might provide 
for the imposition by siirninary jirot'css or otherwise of penalties iis respect 
of breaches of the provisions thereof , 

And whereas the Treaty contained the sections set out in the Schedule to 
tins Order and it is exiiedient that for giving effect to those sections the 
provisions hereinafter contained should have effect 

And whereas by Treaty grant, usage, sufferance or other lawful means 
His Majesty has power and pinsdietion in territories and in regard to per¬ 
sons in India outside British India and is jileased by virtue and m exercise 
of the powers vested in Him by the Foreign .1 uri-sdiction Act, 1890, and all 
other povrers enabling him in this behalf to extend the provisions of this Order 
to BU<m territonee or persons: 

Now, therefore. His Maiesty. by and with the advice Coun

Where sums have been paid during the war by virtue of a license or agree¬

In introducing the revised rates of pay for the Indian Civil Service it 
was provided in paragraph 4 of the Home Department resolution No 286, 
dated the 13th FebVuary 1920, that personal allowances should, if necessary 
be given to individui^ officers whose pay under the revised rates would m 
consBtjuence of unusually rapid promotion in ^e p8iF be less the sub¬ 

stantive pay they were ilrawmg on the date or the introdimtion of the new 
rates It has, however, been brought to tlie notice that in certain individual 
cases these orders have not sufficed to protect officers from an immediate 
reduction of emoluments as no provision was mad8 for thepretention of acting 
allowanceb 

2 In order to meet the latter class of case, the Government of India 
have decided that officers of the Indian Civil Service should be granted personal 
allowances, where necessary, so as to bring their remuneration up to the 
total of pay plus acting allowance which they were drawing on the da^ of 
the introduction of the new rates of pay These personal allowanoes will be 
absorbed in subsequent increments of pay in accordance with the principle of 
article 61-C SR In the case of an officer who was at the date of the intro¬ 
duction of the new rates officiating in a superior post and w'ho subsequently 
Reverts to an inferior post or who was officiating in a post above or outside 
the time-scale and subsequently reverts to a post in the time-scale, the personal 
allowance will finally cease to lie drawn from the (*ate of such reversion In 
all other cases the personal allowance will continue at the rate originally fixed 
subject to reduction in accordance wiUi the provisions of article Bl-f' S R 
irrespective of any grade reversion to which the officer might have been liable 

3. The Government of India are not aware that similar diffi^lties have 
arisen in regard to members of any of the other Imperial Servit^ whose pay 
has been revised as a result of the recommendations of the Public Services Com- 
missioa, but they are pleased to direct that personal allowandbs shall, where 
neoess^y, be given to members of such services on the principles laid down in 
paragraph 2 ot this resolution ^

Governments and Administrations, the several depax'tments of the Govern¬ 
ment of India (including the Financial Adviser, Military Finance) and the

GEORGE R I. 

Whereas Her late Maiesty Queen Victoria, by a Warrant under Her 
Royal Sign Manual dated 29th January, 1866, did create a Naval and Mili¬ 
tary Decoration to be styled and designated “ The Victoria Cross,” ainl 
did express Her desire tliat this decoration should lie highly prized and eagerh 
sought after by the Officers and Men of Her Naval and hiilitary Services 
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And whereas by divers subsec|uent Warrants other Officers and Meni^were 
admitted to and made eligible for the dec6ration, and certain amendments 
were made to the Rules and Ordinances attaching thereto 

And whereas We deem it exjiedient that the said Warrant and siibse- 
(ji^it Warrants liefore referred to. as also the Rules and Ordinances affecting 
the same, shall be consolidated, varied and extended 

Now, THTHEFORE, We do hereby declare that the said Warrants, and the 
Rules and Orainances heretofore in force for the Government of the said 
Decoration, shall for that puipose be amended, varied, modified and extended, 
and in suhstitution thereof We bv> these presents, for T^s, Our Heirs 
and Successors, are graciously pleased to make, ordain and establish the fol¬ 
lowing Rules and Ordinances for the Government of the same which shall from 
henceforth be inviolably observed and kept — 

Firstly, it is ordained that the distinction shall as heretofore be styled 
and designated “ The Victoria (Voss, ’ and shall consist of a Maltese Cross 
of bronze w'lth our Royal Crest in the <>entre and underneath it an eseroll 
bearing this inscription “ For Valour ” 

Secondly, it is ordained that the Ooss shall lie suspended from the left 
breast by«, red ribald, and on those occasions whe* only the riband is .worn 
a replica of the Cross in mhnatiire .shall lie affixed to the centre of the'riband 

Thirdly, it is ordained that the Cross shall only be awarded for most con¬ 
spicuous bravery or some daring or pre-eminent act of valour or self-sacrifice 
or extreme devotion to ifiity in the presence of the enemv 

Fourthly, it is ordained that the Cross may be awarded posthumously 

Fifthly, It is ordained that the names of all those persons upon or on 

account of whom We may be pleased to confer or present the decoration shall 

be published in the London Gozette, and a Registry thereof kept m the Office 

of Our Secretary of State for War

Sixthly, it IS ordained that — 

(1) Officers,'Warrant Officers and subordinate Officers hereinafter 

referred to as Officers, Chief Petty Officers and Petty Officers

Seventhly, it is ordained that if any recipient of the Cross shall again per- 
torra. such an act of bravery, as would have made him or her eligible to receive 
the Cross, such further act of bravery shall be recorded by a Bar to lie attached 
to the Riband by which the Cross is suspended, and for every such additional 
act of bravery, an additional Bar shall be added, and any such Bar or Bars 
may be awarded posthumously For every Bar awarded a replica of the 
Cross in miniature shall be added to the riband when worn alone 


FJnihthly it is ordained that every recommendation for the award of the 
decoration of the Cross shall lie made and rei>orted through.the usual ch.in- 
nel to the • Senior Naval, Military or Air Force 0%ers Commanding the 
Fori e, who shall call for such description, conclusive ])roof. as far as the eir- 
ciimstaiices of the case will allow, and attestation of the act as he may think 
reipiisite, and if he approve' he shall recommend the gnint of the decoration 
to C)ur TiOrdh Commissioners of the Admiralty, Our Secretarw of State for 
War and the Royal Air Force as the case may Ih*, who shall submit to us 
the names of every one so recommended whom thev shall consider worthy 
in the case of thpre being no British or Indian Officer, then the Political 
Officer attached to the Force shall, aftei obtaining '“onelusive proof of the 
act of bravery as far as is possible, if he approve, submit the reiommenda-

Ninthly, it is ordained that in the event of any unit of our Naval, Mili¬ 
tary or Air Forces, consisting in the case of our Navy of a siiuadrnn. llo 
tvlla or ship’s company, or of a detaclieil l»ody of seamen or marines, or in 
the case of our Army of a regiment, squadron, battery or companj, or of 
a iletacbed l^dy of soldiers, or in the case of our Air Force of a squadron oi 
othei liody of airmen, having distinguished itself collectively by the perform¬ 
ance of ah act oi heroic gallantry or daring m the presence of the cneim’ in 
such a wa\ that the Admiral, (leneral or other Ofliier in ('oinmaiid of the 
Force to winch such an unit belongs, is unable to single out anj individual as 
spei-ialh pre, eminent in gallantry or daring, then one or more of the officeis 
wan ant officers, petty officers, non-commnsioned oflicers, seamea,*mariiies, 
private soldiers or airmen m the ranks comiinsiiig the unit shall be selected 
to be recommended to Us for the award of the Victoria Cross m the following

TREATIES OF PEACE (AUSTRIA AND BULGARIA) ACT, 1920, 

(10 GEO. 5, CH 6) 


A\' Act to r^Ritv into effect Treaties or Peace betwfrn His M\ms’rtv 

AND CERTAIN OTHER Pc^ERS 

^ [£7th April 1920 ] 

Whereas, at St Gcrmain-en-Laye, on the tenth day of Septembei*, nine- 
feen hundred and mneteen, a Treaty of Peace with Austria, including pro¬ 
tocols and declaration^ annexed thereto, wa.s signed on behalf of Hl<3 Majesty 

And wherfeas at Neuilly-sur-Seine, on the twenty-seventh daj of Novem- 
lier, nineteen Hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Bulgaria, includ¬ 
ing a protocol annexed thereto, wa.s signed on behalf of His Majesty 

And whereas copies of the said Treaties have been laid betore each 
House of Parliament, and it is expedient that His Majesty should have power 
to do such things as may be proper and expedient for giving effect to the said 
Treaties’ 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons m this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows — 


1 . (1) His Majesty may make such appointments, establish such offices, 

make such Orders in Couijcil, and do such things

soon as iifr'y be after it is made, and shall have effect as if enacted in this 
Act. but may be varied or revoked by a subsequent Order in Council, and 
•«hH41 not be ileemed to be a statutory rule within the meaning of section one 
of the Rules Publication Act, 1893. 

Provided that, if an Address is presented to His Majesty by either House 
of Parliament within the next twenty-one days on which that House has sat 
after any Order in Council made under this Act has been laid before it pray¬ 
ing that the Order or any part thereof may be annulled, His Majesty in 
Council itiay annul the Order or such part thereof, and it shall tliencefdrth 
be void, blit without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done 
thereunder 

(3) Any expenses incurred in carrying out the said Treaties shall be 
defrayed out of moneys provided by Parliament.

IV.—IrrjJEWTEnuKss oi- Ofiicbrs 

(Otderpas$ed by the Hon*hie Sir JRtchard Garth, Kt , Chief Justice, 
on the August, 1881 ) 

(1) The attention of the Ohief JoRtiee has heen rii»e<‘ted, t'hm-' 
eeperially of late, to the unhappy Btate ot indebtedness wbieh 
Mpeats to prevail amongst certain oihceis attached to the High 
CTourt Establishment. 

(2) It IS feared that the pernicious custom of borrowing money 
from usureiR and others, ana oi becoming sureties fur one another 
for the purpose of obtaining such loans, is only too prevalent. Many 
officers witn good salaries, particularly amongst the Eurasian class, 
have been placed in serious difficulty by this system, and some of 
them have even been obliged to take the Wnefit of the Insolvent Act. 

(3) With H Meu to putting a stop to this state ot things the 
Chief Justice is pleased to notify as follows * — 

(a) Any officer of the Court, taking the lieneht of the Insolvent 
Act fn i onsequeni'e of having lent money to or liecome 
serunty for others, after this notice, mil be dismissed 
fiom his appomtinent 

{h) No leave will be allowed to any officer agianst ^hom 
inocess has been issued tor debt, oi who is found to be 
keeping out of the way to avoid his creditors. 

(r) Any <»fh(oi who is found lieieafter to be in difficulties, in 
coTiseiiiieme of having become security foi his friends 
after this warning, will lun the risk of dismissal, degradt- 
tion, oi nut being piomoted, accoiding to the c^nciim- 
fitances of each particular case 

V —DlSCLOStrilE OF Infoemation. 

{Order passed hy the Hotdhle Sit Hu hard Garth, Ki , Chief Justue, 
on the 19th Sepfeinher 1S8J, forbidding the disclosure by 
officers of the Hufh Court of information talen from papetn in

(1) By some means oi other, luiormalioii ol an important and 
mivate charactei, which ought to have been stiiitly confined to the 
High Court, has found its way into the new^spapers It seems quite 
impossible that this information could have been disclosed, except 
through some officer of the Court, and it is imperatively necessary, 
in the interest of tlie public* serMce, to pi event anv suth disclosuies 

(2) If any similar disclosuies should otiur, any ofh<*er ol the 
Court, through whose hands the papers containing the disclosed 
information may have passed, will be liable to be dismissed, or 
transferred to some other post 

(3) All officers, for tlie future, w^^ho ma> have the chaige of 
pa))ers for ever so short a time, will endorse their initials and date 
of receipt upon them, as diiected by the head of the department, so 
that it may always be ascertained w'lthnut enquiry thiough whose 
hands the papers have passed

Admussion of Vakilh in the High Court 

I The following rules have been framed by the High 
Court under Section 10 of the Letters Patent, 1865 — • 

(1) Every person, before being admitted to practise 

‘ as a Vakil m thft High Court, shall, unless ^ 
otherwise (piahlied undei sub-rule (23) to this 
rule, have obtained the Di^ree of Bachelor of 
Laws in the University of Calcutta, Madras, 
Allahabad, Patna, tlie Pun 3 ab, or Bombay 

(2) Except as mentioned in sub-rules (19) and (23) to 

thyi rule, every fierson, before being admitted as 
a Vakil III the High Court, shall serve a regular 
clerkship to some Vakil of the High Court to 
be approved by the Court before the contract 
1 .S entered into, under articles of clerkship, by 
contract in writing pursuant to the rules iiei^- 
inaftcr ('ontained for the full period of two years 
unless the Court, for special reason, think fit 
to remit any portion of such period Provided 
that permi.ssion shall not be gfantod under this 
rule to anv Vakil to entertain more than three 
articled clerks at one time 

(3) The term of service required by the last preceding 

rule need not be all under one and the same 
contract, nor to one and the same person, but 
may be to ilifferent persons by virtue of an 
assignment or assignments, or by virtue of 
successive independent contracts upon the 
dissolution of the original oi succeeding con¬ 
tract 

(4) The person under whom the articles shall be 

served shall, during the whole period of the 
service, be actually practising as a Vakil in 
the High Court 

(5) No person who is himself acting as clerk to a 

Vakil shall be able to take any clerk for service 
under aHicles. 
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(6) No person shall be capable of service under these 

rules until he shall have passed the BA or 
B 8c examination of the University of Calcutta, 
Allahabad, Patna, the Punjab,-or Bombay, or 
the B A examination of the University of 
Madras 

(7) The contract in writing, whereby a person shall 

engage as aforesaid to serve as a clerk to any 
Vakil, shall be filed with the Registrar of the 
High C’ourt on the Appellate Side within one 
calendar month after the execution of the same, 
together with an affidavit by such Vakil that 
he has been himself duly admitted, and has 
been practising for five years as a Vakil, and 
* that such contract has been duly executed by 
himself and by the clerk therein mentioned 
And in eveiy such affidavit shall be specified the 
name of the Vakil and his place of abode or 
business, and the name of the clerk and his 
place of abode, together with the day on which 
the cont»‘act was actually executed 

(8) In case the articles of clerkship shall be assigned, 

the assignment shall Ix'm writing, and shall be 
in like manner filed within one calendar month 
after the execution thereof, together with an 

' affidavit that the .same has been executed by 
all the necessary parties And in every such 
affidavit shall be sp<‘cified the name of the Vakil 
to whom the articles are assigned and his place 
of business, together with the day on which the 
assignment was actually executed 

(9) If, by reason of death or for any other good and 

sufficient reason, an assignment of the articles 
cannot be obtained, a fresh contract in writing 
shall be entered into by the clerk with the perwn 
under whom the service is continued, which 
shall be filed in the manner and with the affi¬ 
davit prescribed by sub-rule (8) 

(10) In case the contract or assignment, tog^er 

with the necessary affidavit, be not filed within 
the time specified, the same may be filed with 
the said Registrar after the expiration thereof, 
but the service of such clerk shall be reckoned 
to have been commenced or renewed from the 
date of filing such contract oy assignment unless 
the Court shall otherwise order.

(12) Before any person shall be admitted as a Vakil 

in the High Court, he shall sign and file with 
such Registrar as aforesaid answers to the

■■ file answers to the questions contained in the 
Schedule B hereunto annexed, as also a 
certificate in the form given therein , 

(13) In case the applicant should show sufficient cause

factory testimonials as to his good character

the applicant, and also, if required, attend the 
Court personally for the purpose of giving 
further explanation touching the same, and 
shall also, if required, procure the attendance 
of the person or persons with whom he shall 
have served his clerkship as aforesaid to answer 
cither personally or in writing any questions 
touching s;.ich service or conduct, or shall make 
proof to the satisfaction of the Court of his in¬ 
ability to procure the same 
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Upon compliance witl) the aforesaid rules, and'

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Cantonment Magistrate acting under the instructions of the civil authorities of 
the district or State The rules to'oe followed are thc^ laid down in the 
Provincial Census Codes 


B —Military Limits

Section in respect of the export of such parcels by parcel poet

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES 

FRANCE AND ALGERIA. * 

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT RESTRICTION REGIME. 

By a French Presidential Decree dated 22nd July, and published in the 
** Journal Official ” of the 26th July, the import prohibitions imposed in 
April last {see pages 627 to 630 of the issue of this “ Journal ” for the 6th 
May) have bden withdrawn except in respect of a very limited number of 
goom. Various goods of classes formerly pixhibi^ to be imported are now 
mbIedC to ittoreased Customs duties (the “ co-efficients of increase ” for sucli 
goo^ having been augmented by the present Decree) and others can now be 
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imported freely, on payment of Cuetoane duties and tbe “ oo-offiments estab> 
liehed in July Bust. ' 

Detailed particulars of the present Decree are given bdow :— 

Ministerial Report Prefixed to the Decree. 

Prefixed to the Decree is a Report to the President of the French Republie 
from the Ministers submitting the Decree for signature The Report is as 
follows — 

To the President of the French Republic— 

On the 23rd April last you signed a Decree prohibiting the importation in¬ 
to France and Algeria of a large number of goods which were either “ articles 
of luxury ” or products which were not indispensable The Government 
regarded this measure as a purely provisional one which should be amended as 
soon as the situation had improved. 

The advantages which it was hoped would follow from this measure were 
in fact 80 (m realised, in particular, the price of foreign credits became less 
almost immediately, as the result of an appreciable improvement m our 
Exchange, a!kd this has had very good effects upon the general prices of goods. 

^he purpo^ in view having been obtamed, the restrictions should now 
disappear, except in tbV; case of certain articles whidi for special reasons can¬ 
not yet be freed, the maintenance of the restrictions would, in fact, impede tlie 
development of French industrial activity, and might do. away with the 
favourable i^ssult already obtamed. 

For these reasons the Government has decided to re-establish, as far as 
possible, freedom as regards imports, and the statemmits to this effect which 
the Government have recently made have been unanimously approved by 
Parliament 

On the other hand, the Government consider that it is necessary, m so 
far as concerns arucles of luxuiy in respect of which the prohibition is with¬ 
drawn, to revise the schedule of ‘‘ co-efficients of increase of Customs duties ” 
resulting from the Decree of 8th July, 1919, in such a way as to re-establish 
for such goods the same ad valorem incidence of duty as existed before the 
war In no case are the new co-efficients to be greater than the relation 
between present values and those of 1913 It is only a question (this fact 
must be emphasised) of a readjustment, and not of an effective increase, of 
Customs duties 

The Government consider that they are following the best interests of 
me nation in adopting these measures They hope that traders and consu¬ 
mers will do their utmost not to abuse the freedom of importation which 
IK notv restored, but that under the new arrangements they w'lJl take all neces¬ 
sary steps and make all necessary efforts to improve the economic situation 
of France bv the constant lowering of the -cost of living and, what is more 
important still, by the development of exports 

We have, therefore, the honour, to submit herewith the annexed Decree, 
and hope you will be good enough, should you approve, to affix your sigiiatuie 

TRANSLATION OF PRESIDENTIAL DECREE. 

Tile following is a translation of the Presidential l>ecree, which is dated 
22nd July— ' 

A rticle 1 —The Decree of 23rd April, 1920, is abri^ated.

Also the Ituliau Paiier 
Currency (Anioudmenl) Act No. XLV of 1920 authoiises the issue ol 
currency notes against Hoverei'^ns and half sovereigns at the new late of 
Ks. 10 per sovereign and against gold bullion at the coi responding laie of 
Rupee one for 11‘3G016 gnuns tioy of line gohl The Goveinmeni of India 
have accordingly decided that, with effect Iroin the Ist October 1920, sove¬ 
reigns and half-sovereigns shall be valued at the rate of Ks 10 per soveioign 
and gold bullion at Rupee one for 11 30016 grams troy of line gohl in all 
Government accounts inclusive of the accounts of the Paper Currency atul 
Gold Standaid Reserves. 

2, Gold luohurs will however continue to be valued at Rs. 15 each in all 
Government accounis except those of the Paper Currency Reserve. Mohurs 
can now be held in that Reserve at their bullion value only, and when it 
becomes necessary to place mobnrs in the Reserve hereafter, the difference 
between their equivalent at'the 15 rupees late and the value at which they 
can be held in the Reserve will be treated as an item of expenditure of 
Government.

An Open General Licence has been issued for the export by parcel post 
of parcels containing one or more varieties of foodstuffs (for the personal 
use of the addressee and not for trading purposes) to all desti¬ 
nations witli which imding is allowed, provided that any sq.ch parcel 
may not contain more than two pounds of sugar or more than one pound 
ol butter. Applications need, tlierefore, no longer be submitted to tlie 
Import and Export Licensing Section in respect of the export of such parcels 
by parcel post.

Present ; 

THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas by section tliirt3’’-fivo of the Government of India Act, 1919, 
it is enacted that His Majesty by Order in Council may make provision for 
the appointment of a High Commissioner for India in the United Kingdom 
and for the pay, pension, powers, duties, and conditions of employment of 
the High Commissioner and ol his Assistants and provide for delegating to 
the High Commissioner any of the powers pieviously exercised by the 
Secretary of State or the Secretaiy of State in Council ^in relation to 
making contracts and prer>cribe the conditions under whiciriie shall act on 
behalf of the Governor-General in Council or any Local Governmen) ; 

And whereas it has seemed to His Majesty bf^ and with the /idvice of 
His Privy Council to be expedient to make provision forthwith for the 
appointment of a High Commissioner for India in the United Kingdom and 
to make such provision as hereinafter appears for the other matters 
mentioned or referred to in the above recited enactment; • 

Now, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the power 
in this behalf by the above recited enactment in Him vested, is pleased, by 
and with advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows.— 

1. The Governor-General in Council may from time to time by 
notification in the Gazette of Indw with the approval of the Secietury of 
State in Council appoint some person to be High ComnAssionei* for India in 
the United Kingdom, and may with the like sanction and in like manner 
remove or suspend any such person and a]>point another in his stead. 

2. The person appointed to be High Commissioner for India in the 
United Kingdom (liei'einafter referred to as the High Commissioner; shall 
hold office for a period not exceeding five years from the date of his appoint¬ 
ment, and shall be eligible for the reappointment. The Governor-General 
ill Council may at any time grant leave of absence to the High Commissioner, 
and appoint some person to discharge his duties in his absence 

3. The salary of the High Commissioner shall lie three thousand pc^mds 
a yeai payable out of the revenues of India. No pension shall be payaole 
in respect of services rendered as High Commissioner. 

Provided that if a person in the Civil Service of the Crown in India is 
appointed High Commissioner, he may reckon his period of service us High 
Oommissioner for the purpose of earning any pension for which /he may be 
•eligible as a member of the Civil Service of the Crown in India. 

4. In the exercise of his powers and performance of his duties the High 
Commissioner shall be subject to the direction and control of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

5. Subject to the provisions of the Government of India Act the High 
Commissionor shall— 

(а) act as agent of the Governor-General in Council in jihe Uniied 

Kingdom; ^ 

(б) act on behalf of local Governments ui India foi such purposes and

8. If any person on the establishment of the -Secretary of State in 
Council is appointed to be an officer, clerk or servant on the establishment 
of the High Commissioner, such person shall have a right of appeal to the 
Secreta^ of Stale in Council against any orfier of the High Commis¬ 
sioner, lymoving or^iispending him from employment or affecting bis pay, 
promotion or condition^ of employment, and shall for the purposes of 
superannuation or retiring allowance or additional allowance or gratuity, 
and his legal personal representatives shall for the purpose of gratuity be in 
the same position as if he had remained on the establishment of the Seci^etary 
of State in Cou5ricil. 

9. The High Commissioner shall lay before the Auditor of the accounts 
of the Secretary of State in Council, accounts of the receix>t, expenditure and 
disposal in the United Kingdom ot all money, stores and property by the 
High Commissioner, accompanied by proper vouchers for their suxiport, and 
submit to thi^ inspection of the Auditor all books, pa^iers and writings 
having relation thereto, and supply any information which may he required 
by the Auditor in connection therewith, and shall, as soon as may be, 
transmit to the Governor-General in Council a cojiy of any report made by 
the Auditor on such accounts. 

10. The High Commissioner shall not without the sanction of the 
Governor-Genonil in Council. during his tenure of office be or act as 
Director or Agent of or hold any office in any company or other associa¬ 
tion or firm whether incorporated or unincorporated or hold any othor 
em^t^^oyrneut or engage in any bosiness whether within or without the 
Ufiited Kingdom.

1. Any person wishing to bring a suit befoie a union c*ouit may 
upj,>eiii before the court on a day fixed foi its sitting and present ti petition 
oially or in writing. He shall at the suiuc time produce any dociiiuent on 
which he relies that is in his custody. 

^ The court shall then ciibei in the register of suits the name and 
address of the plaintiff or plaintiffs, the name and address of the defendant 
or liefeiidaiits, the nature of the claim, the date and place wheie the cause 
of action arose and the relief cJuinied. The court shall make a note of any 
document produced in the column of lemaiks % 

3. The court shall then, after such examination of the jietitioner as it^ 
considers necessary, proceed either under section 78 or under seel ion 80 of 
the Bengal Village ^If-Goveinmeut Act, 1910. 

4. If any defendant does not reside within the jniisdiction of the 
court, the summons may be served by registered acknowicdgin^pt post 
the postage for which shall be paid by the phiiiitiff oi jt may be sent foi 
service to the pi*esident of the union boartl in which the defendant resides * 

5. ff the defendant appears and applies for time either to pro<.eed 
under section 81 of the Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919, or to 

S irodiice evidence, the couit shall ti.x a date for the hearing, but unless tlie 
Lefendant declares bis intention to move for a tmnsfer under section 81, 
he shall be called on to answer the i>etition at once either orally or in 
writing. • 

6. When both sides are ready with their witnesses the court shall 
proceed to hoar the case. 

7. The petitioner shall liave the right to begin unless the defendant 
admits the facts alleged by the plaintiff and contends that either in point 
of law o\'on some add4tional facts alleged by the dofendaiil the petitioner 
is not entitled to any part of the rtdief which he seeks, in which case the 
defendant shall have the tight to begin. 

H. The party having the right to begin shall state his case and produce 
bis evidence in support of the issue which he is bound to prove.

(if any) and may then address the court generally on the whole case. 
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The party beginning may then reply generally on the whole case. 

9. The president or, with his permission, another member of the.court 
may make a memorundam of the substa^e ol the evidence tn the register 
of suits. 

^ 10 The court may at any time permit the petitioner to withdraw the 
-iifuit or to abandon a part of his claim with liberty to bring a fresh suit in 
respect ot the part so abandoned on such terms as to compensation to the 
deleudant for expense and trouble lucuried as the court may think fli. 

On nbandonineiit of the whole or part of a claim the plaiutilf shall pay 
the fee under section 90 of the Bengal Village JSelt-Government Act, 1919, 
III respect of the amount of the claim abandoned 

II a suit be ad]usted wholly or iii part by any lawful agreement or 
compromise, such agreement or compioinise shall be recorded and the court 
shall pass a decree in accordance therewith

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS IN GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND 
( and to 

EXPORTERS IN BRITISH OVERSEAS DOMINIONS. 

Preferential DHtles of Oustoms in Great Britain and Ireland on 
Goods Consigned from and Grown, Produood, or Manufao- 
turod In the British Empire. 

1. ^ith a view to conferring a preference in the case of Empire 
products, the duties of customs on the goods specified in Appendix A are 
charge J at the reduced rates shown in the second column of that Appendix, 
provided the goods are shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise to have been (1) consigned from, and (2) grown, 
produced, or manufactured in, the British Empire. The “British Empire’* 
for this purpose means ail British Dominions outside Great Britain and 
Ireland, including British India and Indian Native States, and all British 
Protectorates Any territories which may , hereafter come under His 
Majesty’s Pinteotion, or in respect of which’ a Mandate of the League of 
Nations may be exercised by the Government of any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions, may be included by Order in Council. 
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2. GockIh are not deemed to have been manufactured in tbe British 
Btnpii'e unless such proportion of their value as is prescribed by regulations 
made by the Board of Trade (printed as Appendix B) is the result of labour 
within the British Empire. Th^ proportion has for the present’been fixed 
at 25 per cent, of the factory or works cost to the manufacturer for all^paniw 
factured articles except manufactured tobacco, j’eflned sugar, molasses, and 
extracts from sugar, ^or which the pi-oportion is fixed at 5 per cent, (but^je^ 
paragraph 3). 

Each article is to be considered separately in applying the percentage 
test. The factors which may be taken into account iii arriving at the total 
value and the proportion of Empire labour are laid down in Regulations i 
and 5 (Appendix B) 

When manufactured goods are not liable to duty in themselves, but only 
in respect of the dutiable ingredient oi ingredients they contain, preference 
can only be granted in respect of such of the ingredients as themselves 
satisfy the reqinaito conditions {see pamgraphs 8-10 below). 

8. Where the Board of Trade is satisfied as lespects any class of goods 
to which the preferential rates apply that those articles are to a considerable 
extent manufactured in the British Empire from material which is not 
wholly grown or produced in the Empire, the Board may by order direct 
that the pretenmtial rate shall be charged only m respect of sitch xiroportion 
of those goods as correspondf to the proportion of dutiable material u^ed in 
their manufacture which is shown to have been gmwii f>r producea in the- 
Empire 

This provision lias been applied by Order of tlie Board of Trade 
(Appendix 0) to manufactured tobacco, refined sugar, molasses and extracts^ 
fiom sugar, e,g syrup.^ It is in view of this limitation thaUhe percentage 
under paragraph 2 has been fixed as low as 5 per cent for the* articles, the 
combined effect of tlie two rules being to allow preference where any of 
these articles are the result of an appreciable amount of Empire labour, hue 
to confine it to the extent to which the finished article is the result of 
Empire material. 

4. The dutiable articles which for the purpose of ^arglng the prefer¬ 
ential rate are considered as manufactured articles are;-* 

Refined sugar. 

Glucose. 

Molasses and extracts from sugar syrup). 

Saccharin. 

Manufactured tobacco. 

Cinematograph films. 

Motor cars, parts, accessories, etc. 

Musical instruments, parts, accessories, etc. 

Clocks, watches, etc. 

All other dutiable goods are regarded as growth or produce, ^he term 
refined sugar means sugar which has passed through a refinery. 

5. Where goods are manufactured in a bonded factory in Great Britain 

or Ireland from dutiable material shown to the satisfaction of the Cemmis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise to have been consigned from, and grown or 
produced in, the British Empire, the duty on the manufactured goods shall, 
to the extent to which they are shown to have been manufactured out of 
such material, be charged at the preferential rate. ^ 

This provision applies to sugar refiners and tobacco manufacturers wha 
work in bond. 

6. The preferential rate of duty must be claimed by the importer at the 
time of making entry. He is inquired in every case to substantiate tlie 
declarations on the entry that the goods were (1) consigned to the United 
Kingdom from, ami (2) the growth, produce or manufacture of, a part of the 
British Empire, by means of a certificate of origin in the approved form* 
He must also, if called upon to do so by the Collector of Customs and 
Excise, produce any other evitleuce of origin, such as the supplier’s invoice,. 
bUl of lading) etc. 
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7. Gertificutes of orip^iu are in three prescribed forms, illustrated iu 
AppendiceH D, B and F to this Notice. Each form comprises two separate 
certificates, viz.— 

(i) A certificate that the dutiable aflicles iu respect of which pre^ 
^ ferouce is claimed are the f?rowth or produce (Appcmdix D) or 
the manufacture or refining (Appendices B and F) of a specified 
f country in the British Empire This certificate must be ^Iven 

as iogiircls Apj)endix D, by the overseas grower, producer or 
supplier,* cind as regards Appendix E by the overseas manufac- 
tiiicr In the case of refined sugar, molasses and extracts from 
sugar, OT manufactured tobacco, the amplified certificate (Appen¬ 
dix F), giving also the proportion of Empire-produced dutiable 
material, must be given by tlie overseas manufacturer or refiner. 
Where, owing to local trade conditions, it is impracticable for certi¬ 
ficates of origin in Form D to be signed by the uii-country 
grower or producer, there is no objection to the certificates being 
signed by their accredited agents in the country of origin having 
the necessary knowledge of the facts, provided that (l) the cer¬ 
tificate clearly shows tliat the agent is autiiorized tio sign on 
iH^haif of the grower or producei, and (2) the ceitificate is a 
personal one signed by a responsible member of the issuing firm. 

* This concession does not extend to agents for suppliers^ nor to " 
agents actin^Pmerely as carrying agents. 

A supplementary ceitificate to be given by the actual exporter in 
cases whore the gi-ower, producer, munutactui'er, refiner or 
si|r<plier, who furnishes Ceitiflcates 1), B or F, is not himself 
or by his agent the actual exporter and is not m a position to 
give the particulars of shipment, destination and consignee 
required to render the main certificate complete. This supple¬ 
mentary coi tificate IS not however required to be given on Forms 
1), E and F, when the latter are given in conjunction only with 
Form FF (see paragraph 8), in which case its place is taken by a 
similarCiippleinentary certificate on Form FF. 

8. An additional form ol certificate (Apjiendix FF) is required in con¬ 
junction with Forms I), E or F where the dutiable article m respect of 
winch preference is claimed is an ingiedient only of a complete composite 
article, and the latter therefore is liable to duty only by reason of containing 
the dutiable ingredient This additional certificate is to be given by the 
oveiseas manufacturei of tlie composite goods, as evidence that the dutiable 
articles, in resjiect of which pieferenco is churned and certificate D, E or F 
has-been furnislied by the growoi, etc., liave been used in the niauafacture 
of llie composite good$. Certificate E is not required from the manufacturer 
of the composite goods, as they arc not dutiable nor entitled to preference 
in themselves but only liy virtue of the dutiable ingredients they contain. 
The following examples are given by wa> of illustration. Manufactured 
cocoa pow/ler is chargeable to duty in respect of the raw cocoa it contains, 
and Certincate FF should be given by the manufacturer, siipi>orted by Cer- 
tifi 9 ate D given by the grower, prcnlucer or supplier of the raw cocoa. 
Chocolate eonfeetionery is chargeable in respect of the raw cocoa and the 
refined sugar It contains, and certificate PF should be given by the choco¬ 
late maker, supported by certificate D from the grower, producer or supplier 
of the raw cocoa, and Certificate F from the sugar refiner (either or both, 
according as jirefereuce is claimeil for either the cocoa, the sugar oj both)/ 
Jam and (V/ndensed milk (sweetened) are chargeable by reference to the 
sugar they contain, and Certificate FF should be given by the manufacturer, 
supported by Certificate F from tlie sugar refiner. 

Form FF also contains a supplementary certificate to be given by the 
actual exporter where the nianufactuier of the composite goods who fur¬ 
nishes Oertifi<‘ate FF is not lumscU or by his agent the actual exjiorter, and 
IS not in a position to give the particulars of shipment, destination and 


® By ilin term '*8iippliei ” m meant any pereoii who, t'i«)u#?h not being: the groyrer or producer, i» the 
actual overeeftft owner of tbc' goode at the time of export to tlie United Kingdom provided bo baa the 
retpiiaite knowlrdge of the faota Suoh peraon ehotild be careful to describe tbemaolves on the oerttboale 
an “ Buppliera ” and wot aa “ exporters ’’ merely. 
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ooUftlgAM feqtiijpedL to render the Certificate FF complete. Where thlH sup- 
plemMfMf certificate ie giveu on Form FF it is not to be given on the

9. It is to be noted that Oertificates D, E and F in all ca8<3fi apply solely 
to the dutiable articles themselve^whether imported by themselves as 
an ingredient}, and that the title of any dutiable article to prefereiir*c depends 
solely upon its^falfilhag the conditions of Empire consigiiuLeiit and growth, 
production or * manufacture iu itself, and without reference to any other ^ 
ingredients with which it may be associated in composite goods. 

10. If composite goods contain more than one dutiable ingredient g,^ 

cocoa and su^r iu chocolates and confectionery) the appropriate Certili- 
cates 0, B or F must be given separately in respect of each dutiable ingre¬ 
dient for which preference is claimed, but one Certificate FP may he given 
to cover all dutiable ingredients contained in one description of composite 
goodc* provided the whole quantity of evch such ingredient used in the 
composite goods is covered by a certificate D, E or F, If however any one 
dutiable ingredient comprises a proportion covered by a cortiflcMlo D, Eor F 
and entitled to preference and u portion not so covered or entitled, a 
separate certificate FF must be given for such ingredient, showing the per¬ 
centage thereof covered by the certificate D, E or F The preferential 
reduction of duty will be regulated accordingly. ^ 

For example, if the raw#cocoa used in tlie manufacture of imported 
Canadian chocsolate confectionery is 60 per coiit. of Trinid^^l growth %nd 10 
per cent, of Venezuelan growth, separate certiflciBes on Form PF must be 
given for the sugar and raw cocoa ingredients, an<l in the case of the latter 
the percentage covered by Ceitlficat' D must be stated. Proforonce in the* 
* proportion of 60 per cent will then be allowable as regards the portion of the 
duty charge attributable to cocoa, w 

*11. It the Collector IS satisfied by the produchoix of the certificate or 
certificates he will forthwith admit* the goods to entry as entitled to the 
preforentnil mte I'he Collector may in any case of doubt or of an incom¬ 
plete or informal certificate, call for the production of invoices, bills of 
lading, or any such further evidence as lie may lequire, but pending the 
production of such evidence he may. unless he has reason to suspect an 
attempt at fraud, allow delivery of the goods on deposit^? the full late of 
duty, subject to adjustment, provided satisfactory evidence of the title to 
the preforentidl rate IS produced without undue delay *ln the case of goods 
entered to lie warehoused, the Collector may allow the goods to lie deposited 
in warehouse pending settlement of the late of duty to which they may be 
decided to be liable. 

12. The preferential rates apply in the case of dutiable goods entered 
for wai’ehousing, or already iii bond, before the 1st September 1919 (in the 
case of tea before 2nd June 1919), and the particuhiis of consignmeui and 
origin as recorded in the official accounts are usually accepted. The same 
rule IB apxilied in respect of Empire and non-Empire goods blended oi puf 
together in bond before the lat September 1919. In the case of blends, duty 
will be Charged at preferential rates on the proportion of Emjure goods 
shown to be contained thendn Tt must be understood that where the 
official records are not sufficient to establish Enruiire consignment a#d origin 
the onus of proof in all Cases lests by law on the importer, 

in. In the case of Empire goods consigned to the United Kingdom 
which have been transhipped en rotitp or have lieen shipped from a foreign 
port after overland transit from the Empire country of origin, the importer 
at the time of making entry will be required to produce the through bill of 
lading or railway consignment note from tlie country of production to the 
UnitM Kingdom in support of the certificate of oiigin Whoie ii^thiough 
bill of lading or consignment note is not available, the invoice, local bill of 
lading or consignment note from the original point of origin and certificate 
of arrival or landing at, and exportation from, the port of transhipment will 
be required. Such certificates are to be signed by the proper Colonial or 
Foreign Customs Officer at the port of transhipment, and in the case of the 
latter the signature must be visaed by the British Consular Authority. It 
is essential to prove that the goods were consigned from a part of the 
Empire to the United Kingdom, and not to a foreign country from which 
they were subsequently re-cousigned to the Uiiitecl Kingdom. 

14. In the case of palrcels arriving from a part of the Empire, if the 
contents are not meroliandiso for sale and do not exceed £10 in value for 
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any one addressee, the following short form of oeffelfloate will, In Ibe 
absence of ground for snspioioii, be accepted as satisfactory evidmMW of 
origin for charging the preferential rate of daty, except in tho oasft of mann- 
frictured •tol>acc<Meflned sugar, molasses a^d extracts from sugar t— 

s “ Tlie contents of this package are not merchandise for sale, and every 
dnliiible article herein is the growth or produce, or, if a iUana* 
fnutured article, is to tlic extent of at least oae^foarth of its 
present value ho»atlie manufacture of (ESmpire country of 
origin)." 

All utlior post ])arcel8, including all iiarcels containing maaalactnrad 
tobacco, letiued sugar, molasses and extracts from sugar, etc., will be subject 
to the uidinary rules of evidence of origin applicable to morcbandise gene¬ 
rally as set out in the earlier part of this Notice. 

1,5. The ijrescribcd forms of Certificate of Origin are printed as Customs 
Rale h’orms (Nos. 119 to 122), and may be obtained from H M. Stationery 
Oflico direc t or tliruugb tho nsu.il agents

Regulations as to the Proportion of Value resulting from LAfBOUB 

WITHIN THE British Empire. 


In pursuance ot section 8 of the Finance Act, 1919, the Board of Trade 
hereby make the following regulations:— 

(1) Save as hereinafter provided, goods shall not be deemed, for the 

purposes of section 8 of the Finance Act, 1919, to have been 
manufactured in the British Empire niiLess at least 25 per cent, 
of their total value is the result of labour within the British 
Empire. ^ 

(2) ^ III the case of those classes of goods in respect of which an Order 

has beefj maib* by the Board of Trade under section 8, sub¬ 
section (2) oi the Finance Act, 1919, no )>art of the goods shall 
be deemed to have been manufactureil in the British Empire 
unless at least 5 per cent of the lotal value of the goods is the 
r^nlt of labour within the British Empire. 

(3) Whore a number of separate articles are included in one parcel or 

shipment, each and every article shall be considered Heparatcly . 
for the purpose of calculating the proportion of value due to 
labour within the Empire. 

(4) For the purposes of these regulations the total value of an article 

shall bo its cost to the manufacturer at the factory or works 
and shtM include the value of 001111111101*0 and other forms oi 
interior packing ordinarily sold with the article when it is sold 
retail, but shall not include the manufacturer’s or exjiorter’s 
prolit of the cost of exterior packing, carriage to port and other 
charges incideutal to the export of the goods subsequent to 
tlicir manufacture 

j(5j In culoulatiug the jiroportion of value which is the result of labour 
within the British Empire there may be included under the 
head of labour the cos! to the uiunufacturer of any mateiiuLs 
of purely Empue origin eiitoring into the composition of the 
f ^ article [including the interior packing specified in Regulation 

(4)], the cost of mauufactui'e including wages, proportion of 
hieJ, sapervisLou unci other factory expenses, and the cost of the 
labonr of packing for retail sale. 

The A llowing may not be included in the proportion of value which is 
the result of Empire labour, namely, any materials or interior packings not 
entu*ely of Empire origin, manufHCtui'or’h profit or the profit or remanera* 
tion of any trader, agent, broker or other person dealing 111 the article in 
its finished condition, the expenses of placing the goods in outside packages 
for export and the cost of such packages, transportation charges, insurance 
and any other charges for services after the goods leave the place of pro¬ 
duction manufacture. 

(6) Any question arising on the interpi’^bition of these regulations shall 
be referred to the Board of Trade whoso decision shall be final.

RESOLUTION 

Simla, the 11th September 1920 

The provision of facilities in India for high grade instruction m mining 
apd goology has for some years past engaged the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and of the Governments of Bengal and Bibai and Orissa. In 
1918 the Government of Bengal appointed a Committee under the ftesidency 
of J^ir Duncan McPherson to consider the question of mining education 111 
Bengal and Bilnir and Orissa. In 1914-15 another small Committee consisting 
of mining experts, after examining the system of mining eilucation in 
England, submitted a report which was in general agieement with the 
proposals of the McPherson Committee The Indian Industrial Commission 
devoted considerable attention to the subject of mining and metallurgical 
ednoationand dealt with it in detail in Chapter X of their Report. The 
sabject *waH further exurninsd by the Calcutta University Commission who 
have embodied their Tecommemdations with regard to mining education in 
Chapter ?,LV1, Volume V, of their Report. The Government of India have 
al$o had the question under consideration in connexion with recruitment 
for the Indian Mines Department 
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2. The exiHtingproviiiion in India far high grade ismiiractioii iir|(i»c>iogjr 
is even less satisfactory than in the case* of mining. The IPnhUc Jo^vfces 
Commission recomuierided tlie early establishment in India of a School of 
Geology which would rank with similar insCiitutioiiB in Great Britain and give 
equal Opportunities for the scientific study of the subject. The Govertuaent 
of India are aware that the demand for highly trained geologists in India 
though small IS steadily iucmiBing with the growing ^elise on the part of 
the educated classes of the opportunities available to them of taking a share 
in the utilisation of the raw materials of the country. The Secretary of 
Stale has recently approved of the view ennuciated by the Government of 
India that the true solution tof the problem of the recruitment of Indians 
to the Geological Survey of India) is in the early creation of means of instruc¬ 
tion such as will enable Indians to attain tiie necessary qaalification»^in 
India, He has further expressed the hope that necessary arrangements will 
be made without avoidable dela 3 ^ 

3 Under the Reform Scheme only central agencies and institutions for 
reseaieli and for professional or technical training, or for the promotion ot 
special studies will be under the admiui strati on of the (jovernmeiu of India 
and it IS only for such agencies and institutions tliat funds can t>e allotted 
friwi imperial revenues The provision of high class lustiuction in geology 
will obviousl;^ fall within this definition. With regard to mining education, 
it IS tru% that tlie scheme formulated liy the Mclrherson Oommittee had for 
its main object thfe supf; 15 ^ of traim'd men for the industry in coal miirng 
which IS at present largely confined in India to the provinces of Bengal and 
Bihar and Oiissa, It must, however, be recognised that toal mines, as well 
as metalliferous mines aie now being developed in other provinces in India 
The Governntp'it of India consider that the projiosed Hchool of Mines 
altliougli spoken of as a * school” on the analogy ot the terminology long 
ago adopted and peipetuated in the Royal School of Mines, London, should^ 
really be an institution of collegiate rank in which the highest form of 
teaching in the art of mining and its accessory sciences should be under¬ 
taken. It may, therefore, be assumed that there will be no other school 
like it in India in the near, oi piobabJy even distant future. Mote- 
over on account W its unique nature as a high class specialised 
institution it should be available foi Htudents 1](»m all fiarts of the 
country. The improvement of the mineral supplns of the countiy is an 
imperial requirement affecting the general advancement of the country as 
a whole In view of these con aid emtio ns the Government of India have 
decided that the xiroposetl School of Mines should be an imperial institu¬ 
tion 

4 The location of the School of Mines was discussed by the Indian 
Industrial Commission in x>'^fugraphs 161) to 171 ot their leport TheCom- 
ij^ission came to the conclusfoii that, in view ol the great desiiabiJity of 
keeping the mining industry in the closest possible relation with mining 
e<lucation, the school, as recommended by the McPherson Committed, 
shoiihl be established at Dharibad in the province of Bihar and Oiissa. 
The Calcutta Univeisity Commission have enumerated in paragraxih 2H of 
Chax)ter CLVI ol their report the many advantages that Calcutta possesses 
as the site for an advanced school of mining. The Government of India 
are inclined to think that the Calcutta University Commission did not fully 
realize the difficulties that are likely to be experienced by the stall ot aq 
itistitiition in Calcutta in keexmig touch with the industry of the coal-fields 
or with the scattered metalliferous mines of India and Burma. 

5 There are obvious advantages rn the establishment of a combined 
school oL^ines and geology. Xn a school of mines, geology must necessartly 
be one orthe prominent sulqects ami can bo developed on a full scale for 
geologists, whilst the junior courses will be used by those who will 
specialise in mining All students will naturally take the junior courses 
in the foundation sciences, including geology, but they wilJ be allowed to 
specialise finally in either mining or in geology. It is believed that at the 
outset the number of students in either course will be limited, add a 
combined school will be much lc*ssexpensive than separate schools of mining 
and geology The status and efficiency of the entire institution wiU be 
enhanced by tlie combination. 

6. The Government of India have, therefore, decided to locate the pji*o- 
posed ScJiool of Mi lung and Geology at Dbanbad. - As already stated the school 
willbe imperialand consequently the Government of India w^ill be responsible 
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lor miiiatieiQiaitiGe and admiaistration. The achool will be \>pen to students 
irOin all |mrl0 of British India and faciUties wjill be provided for the training 
Of ^trontbs Jrom Indian States. It is hoped that provincial Governments as 
well at associations represeutit^ industries that wU) benefit trom the 
teaching of the school will give linenil support ill the way of schola^bips, 
traveltiag feiiowshipa and lectureships. Tlie Government of India desire 
to make full provision for the adequate representation of iirovinciai Govern¬ 
ments and associations interested in the mining industry on the governing^ 
body of the school. 

7. The following paragraphs represent the tentative views of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India with regaixl to various details connected with the scope of 
the proposed sebool. They will be glad to receive the views thereon of Local 
Governments and of the Governing Body when it is constituted 

(a) As already stated, one of the main objects of the school on the 

milling side will be to supply trained officials for tiie coal¬ 
mining industry, but mstmction in metalliferous mining should 
also receive due attention 

(b) In paragraphs 22 seq ot their report the McPherson Oominittee 

made recommendations for lower-grade instruction in coal¬ 
mining. The ORivernment of India feel that institutions foi 
lower-grade teaching, either iii coal or m metalliferous^mining, 
will receive due care from proviircial Governmeiifs. Close 
contact 18 , however, desirable between the teacheis of the 
evening classes in the coal-fields and the staff of the Imperial 
School in order that the former may be able to k^p themselves 
aff cournnt with the latest developments of theinprofession and 
to receive advice and information on teclmical matters. 

(c) In their report the McPhcison Committee dealt with the instruc¬ 

tion of mine surve 3 "ors In Burope mine sniweyors cons¬ 
titute an important branch of the mining profession and 
* coiiBidenible training as well as technic^ skill is demanded 

of them. The Government of India feel dotnitful whether a one- 
session course as recommended in the McPborson Committee's 
report will be sufficient foi the adequate training of mine 
surveyors. At the same time it is open to question whether 
the requisite training can be usetully imparted at an institution 
devoted mainly to high grade instruction in mining and 
geology This is a point on which the Government of India 
will await the considered opinion of the governing body of 
the Dlmnbad School as soon as it is constituted. 

• 

(d) The Government of India are separately eonsidenug the recofli- 

mendatton made in the report of the Indian Industrial Com¬ 
mission for the establishment of a metallurgical research 
institute at Bakchi or Jamshedpur. No defliutc decision has 
yet been reached, but they are of the opinion that,should an 
institution be eventually established there, it will have an 
entirely separate object and constitution from those of •the 
Dhanbad School. Arrangements may then be made, if neces¬ 
sary, for the interchange of facilities between the two insti¬ 
tutions for specialised iQsearch and advanced training.

8. The Indian Industrial Commission examined in paragraph 160 of 
their report the relations that should subsist between an institution like the 
proposed school at Dhanbad and the Universities. This point w<is also 
considered by the Calcutta University Commission iii their report In view 
of the fact tl^t expert opinion is much divided on the question of the affilia¬ 
tion of speeiaUzed uistituttons of this type to Universities, specially to 
Uuit^emities whose centres are situated at a distance from the institutions, 
the Government of India do not think that it is necessary at least in the 
taitial stages, to affiliate the school at Dhanbad to any University. The 
Dbambi^ InstitiMioti must, however, maintain contact with the highest form 
ol edueatioaal thought, methods and standards. The Government of India, 
thttik it desitable that the Universities of Calcutta and Patna 
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should be represented on tlie governmg body of the t>jbiaiibad $eh6oh They 
are also of the opinion that, in order that a diploma of the school inay carry 
^ Hufiicient value and that its standard may be maintained at a high level, it 
is essentnil that, for the purposes of both theoreticai aM pmciical examina¬ 
tions in the school, external as well ik internal examiners should be 
employed There should be specitic provision for this pnrpose in the 
regulations framed for the school. • 

After careful consideration the Government of India are of the 
opinion that the governing body of the school should be constituted as 
below:— 

(1) Director, Geological Survey of India (President) 

(2) Chief Inspector of Mines. 

Principal of the College (ex^ojfficio Secretary), 

(4) One oliicial appointed by the Government of Bengal. 

(5) One oiBiclal appointed by the Government of Biiiar and Orissa. i 

(6) One representative of the Calcutta Oniversity. 

(7) One representative of the Patna Umveisity. 

(8) One representative of the Indian Mining Associulion. 

(h) One representative of the Indian Mining Federation. 

(10) One representative of the Mining and Geological Institute of India 

(11) Otn representative of Burma Mining industry to be nominated for 
the present by the Government o^Burina. 

(IQ) One represeidative of Central Provinces and Berar Milling 
Association. 

One representative of the South India nuiiing mdustr\ to be 
nominated by the Government of Madras 
(lo) and (14) Two non-oilieials to 1>e nominated by the (loverument ot 
luIJIa. 

10 The Government ot India aie anxious that no time should now f>e 
lost in establishing the school on a working basis and they will be glad if 
provincial Governments and the different bmlies referied to in the i)revions 
paragraph will kindly indicate their nominations to the governing bodA* 
at an early dale. TJlie Government of India have already applied to the 
Secretary of State for an early lecriutinent of a Principal, ^riie Government 
of India desire that the governing bcsly, as soon as it is constituteil, should 
formulate proposals for— 

(a; buildings and equipment uieluding class-rooms, laboratories, 
library, museiim, hostels, l•esldences for staff, out-houses, play 
grounds, etc 

It may be stated that steps are already bejiig .taken for the acquisition 
of^a suitable area of land in Dlianbad. 

• (6) Staff and the procedure for its recruitment. 

(c) Courses of study, exuininations, diplomas. 

(d) Rules of admission, number in each class, fees, scholarships, etc 

(e) The constitution of a Council of the staff; and regulatiouH iirovidiug 
for the respective poweis of the Principal, the staff, the council 
and the goveniiug body, including any aub-commitiees which 
they consider to be necessary for administrative purposes. 

Tbt» Government of India also desire that the governing body should 
prepare as early as possible an estim&te of the cost of the school both initial 
and recurring 

that the Resolution be communicated to all the Local Govern¬ 
ments and Adnnnistrations, to the Education Dejitirtiiient and the Financial 
Adviser (Industries), to the Director. Geological Survey of India, to the Chief 
Inspector of Mines in India, to the Vice-OiiimceJloi's of the Calcutta and the 
Patna Universities, to the Indian Mining Assomation, to the Indian Mining 
Federation, to the Mining and Geological institute ot India, and to the 
Central Provinces and Berar Mining Association. 

Obdebed also that the Resolution be published in tlie Suppiemmi to the 
Oasetto qf India.

Gondittons for Indian Geological Survey Appointments. 

1. Applications for upixuntmeiit should be made on a printed form to 
be obtained from the Revenue Soeretaiy, Imlia Office, London, SW-1 
Axipointiuents are made as occasion may inquire by the Secretary ol ^tiite 
for India on tlie recuminendatioii of a (’ommiftVc including one or iiffire 
geologists OaiididateB must, if requited, attend at the India Office, at thmi 
own expense, foi a xiersonal interview Evi^ry candidate must be a British 
subject, and at the time of his birth his father must have been, and must 
have since continued to be, a British subject; but powei is rest^v^ed to the 
Kecretary of State to make exceptions in si>ecial cases. 

2. The age oi candidates should oixtimirity not e.\coed 25, but tlii^ruie 

may be relaxed In exceptional cahcs. Every candidate must be in sound 
bodilj’ healtb, and will be required to satisl^ the Medical Hoabl at the liidui 
Office ol his xdiysical fitness in alt respects to peiforui the duties of the 
Geological Survey, which involve considerable fatigue and exposure. 
Unmarried candidates me ]>re(erred. ^ 

8, Preference will be given to candubiies wlio have servetl in His 
Majesty's Forces during the war. Completed years of eombatant seivice 
will, subject to a maximum of foui years, count foi pay and promotion, but 
not for leave, while, as to penbioii, officei^s retiring alter 20 and less than 
25 years* service will be allowed to count a niaximiun of two years and those 
retiring after 25 years’ service a maximum of thiee years 

4. Beside a good genemi education, a sound education in geology is 
essential; a University degree and a knowledge of Prencdi or German will 
lie regarded a.s important qualifications ; and certificates of good character 
will bo requiisedL Candidates must also have had one or two yetti*s’ iimctical 
training in mines or in technical laborutories, as may be required by the 
Government of India.

6. Pay commences from the date of arrival in India. Travelling allow¬ 
ances reg^ated by the rules applicable to the Department are allowed at a 
rate calcumted to cover actual expenses ot tentage and locomotion. 

f 7 A first-class passage to India is given subject to the condition that 
Its cost shall be refunded in the event of an officer resigning the service on 
grounds other than certified ill-health before the expiry of the period of, 
probation. 

8. First appointments are probationary for two years, at the end of 
which ti^ the probationer, if tound qualifitm and retained in the Dgpart- 
meiit, will reckon his servuie for leave and pension from the date of arrival 
in India. If, on the expiry of the period of probation, the officer’s service 
18 determined, or if he is compelled by certified ill-health to resign the service 
before such expiry, he will be iirovided with a free first-class passage back to 
England. 

9. Under ordinary circnmstances all Assistants, unless they have special 
claims from previous training and exxierience elsewhere, will enter the 
Department in the lowest class. The first increase of pay takes effect from 
the date on which the Assistant shall be declared to have passed the ordinary 
examination in the language of the country by .the first or lower staiHlavd, 
according to the general rules provided for such examinations. 
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Thin annual increase will in all cases be granted only on the cortifloate

10. .Promotion to the grade of Superintendent will depend on qui^ifica- 
tions and merit and on the existence of vacancies in that grade While 
local 'experience and training must always hold a very prominent plac^in 
estimating the position or the promotion of Assistants, it must be distinctly 
understood that mere seniority of service, unaccompanied by proved abiUtv 
and steady devotion to duty, gives no claim to promotion into the higher 
grades of the staff of the Survey.

The leave, leave allowances, and pensions ot officers of the Depart¬ 
ment ate governed by the provisions ot the Civil Service Regulations 
applicable thereto. These legulations are liable to be modified by tue 
Government of India from time to time.
